cents. 
Capt. Tcvis has a fino orchard near 
tho hotel, and takes a great delight 
in killing Juno 
bugs to save his 
grapes. 
Ho has tho most 
delight- 
ful 
d 
arbors 
that 
1 
have seen in this section of tho ter- 
ritory. 
I tasted 
some 
fino paper 
shelled almonds raised in his orch- 
ard. 
There is a project in view to im 
pound 
tho mountain 
waters 
and 
convoy them to tho fortilo lands 
around Bowie. 
If that is carried 
out wo will hear of a flourshing 
railroad town at or near Bowie 
Solomonvillo, tho county seat of 
Graham county is about thirty five 
miles from Bowio and is reached in 
a little over two hours. 
This town 
is a littlo 
backward 
in improve- 
ments as compared with tho towns 
bolow. 
An effort should bo 
made 
by 
tho property 
owners of that 
placo to make it moro attractivo. 
Tho buildings aro mostly of adobo, 
the streets aro not well defined and 
not shaded. 
As building 
material 
is so cheap in this 
county 
and 
there 
is an abundance 
of water, 
thero is no reason why 
Solomon- 
villo should not bo made moro 
especially as it is tho stop-in- g 
place for manj' persons having 
business 
before the county court. 
Mr. I. E. Solomon acts as tho 
father fo 
tho greater portion of the 
population here. Ho carries a very 
largo stock of goods in a two story 
brick building, and many depend 
on him directly 
or indirectly 
for 
their life 
comfort. 
This town 
is 
appropriately 
named, as it is prac- 
tically controlled by Mr. I. E. Sol- 
omon. 
Ho is, however, a very just 
man, and while ho has accumulated 
a largo fortuno during his residence 
in this valley, ho has helped many 
persons to improvo their condition, 
and 
has 
invested 
his money 
in 
sevoral enterprises 
that aro 
con- 
tributing 
to 
tho wolfaro 
of tho 
country. 
Below Solomonvillo tho towns of 
Layton, Safford, 
Thatcher, Central 
and Pima aro daily 
adding to the 
pleasuro and profit of tho thrifty 
farmers who camo hero about eigh- 
teen years ago and drove the snakes 
and Gila monsters from tho 
deso-lat- o 
mesas, 
and aro now raising 
hens, turkeys, cattlo and horses in 
tho places where the mosquito

Graham county 
is on tho ora of 
great prosperity. 
Tho people at 
prosont seem to bo satisfied with 
what thoy have, but when tho 
out- 
side world shall know of tho groat 
resources of this county, many cap- 
italists will find hero good chances 
for profitable investments.

Districts having moro

twenty and less than 
an 
average 
daily 
attendance 
of 
twenty-five- , 
aro to receive 
$500. 
Those 
dis- 
tricts that have an 
average 
daily 
attendanco of moro 
than 
twenty-five-, 
arc entitled to at 
least 
$20 
per 
capita 
on 
said 
attendance. 
Now 
to 
illustrate: 
Suppose 
a 
County School Superintendent 
has 
to apportion money to six districts 
and 
their 
school

tho first money to bo apportioned 
bo $780, for instance, district No. 
1, will be entitled 
to 
five 
thirty-ninth-s 
of S780, and district No. 
6, 
will bo ontitled 
to eleven 
thirty-ninth-s 
of $780, and so on with tho 
other districts. 
This is a common 
senso, 
practi 
cal solution of tho manner in which 
tho districts aro 
to 
receive

monoy. 
It does not mean that the 
districts 
are toaircceive

quota of $400, $500 and

condition 
of tho county may not

distroy apy district by refusing to

who is tho author. 
Let all be sav- 
ed tho troublo 
of questioning 
tho 
employes 
of tho printing 
office. 
Thoy are knownothings 
on 
such 
points as these. 
On such 
matters 
thej' havo cars and 
oyes, 
but no 
tongues to wag, and if thoy fail to 
observe this rule, let them 
bo put 
down as dishonorable members of 
tho craft. 
It is tho samo 
in job 
printing. 
If anything 
is 
to 
be 
printed and kept secret, let proper 
notice be given 
of the desire of 
secrecy, 
and you might 
as well 
question the Sphnix 
as one of tho 
printers, so that oven tho- - books of 
lodges aro printed without fear. 
Tho same 
may 
bo said 
of tho 
front 
office, 
as many, 
no doubt, 
havo ascertained. 
Go to tho editor 
and ask the name of tho reporter 
who wrote a certain article, or of a 
correspondent iroin a distant town, 
and you will probably be informed 
that what you want to know 
is an 
offico secret. 
You will bo told 
so 
politely, and later if tho matter 
is 
of any consequenco it may bo again 
investigated, but no honest editor, 
newspaper proprietor or reporter 
will give tho namo of tho secret 
fountain from whence he obtains 
information. 
By guarding secrets 
sacredly and shealding honest peo- 
ple who give you information, there 
is littlo troublo encountered in 
se- 
curing news. 
Many a man is willing 
to give 
the news, yet ho does not wish to 
bo published as a gossiper'or news 
monger, 
iiow frequently 
people 
say, bo careful what you say or do 
in tho presence ofa newspaper man, 
or your 
name 
will ,got into tho 
paper. 
Few 
peoplo 
hold 
moro 
secrets and guard them better than 
does 
tho 
editors 
and 
reporters. 
Should thoy tell half thoy 
know 


one-hal- f 
the world would bo in a 
turmoil. 
Any 
nowspaper 
man 
could get himself killed 
twice a 
week if ho should 
tell tho whole 
truth at all times. 


Justice Jacksou Dead. 
Howell Edmunds 
Jackson, 
Jus-tic- o 
of tho Supremo Court of the 
United States, died on 
the night 
of Aug. 7th. 
Justice Jackson 
was 
born in 
Paris, 
Ten., 
April 
8th, 
1832.

AMERICAN 
CONSERVATISM. 
Tho rower nnd Influcnro of tho Supremo 
Court of the United States. 
The supreme court is not an elective 
body, anil I suppose that might seem to 
tlio 
Engli&h radical a sufilcicnt reason 
for sweeping it away, says the Nine- 
teenth 
Century. 
Tho judges are 
ap- 
pointed for life by the president and 
they are responsible to no popular tri- 
bunalnot 
even 
to 
public 
opinion. 
They sit as a court of pure law, the 
final authority from which in all Amer- 
ica there is no appeal. 
Their jurisdic- 
tion, strictly 
defined 
though it be, is 
coextensive w ith the whole union. It 
is the one instance in history in which 
popular sovereignty, acknowledged as 
supreme in the long run for every other 
purpose and every other authority to 
which it has delegated power, submits 
to a master whom it did not appoint 
and cannot remove and cannot escape. 
Everybody submits; tho states 
them- 
selves, 
sovereign as they still are for 
certain purposes, submit: congress and 
the president, the army and navy, the 
people themselves, all submit. 
In tho hands of the supreme court de- 
mocracy itself, if it seeks to pass an un- 
constitutional 
law, 
is 
powerless. 
A 
unanimous vote of tho people, a unani 
mous lotc of the house and senate and 
the approval of the president would not 
make a statute law if this tribunal says 
it is not a law. 
But do you ever hear 
of a proposal to abolish the supreme 
court? 
Why not? It is not only that 
the 
court 
has been a great court of 
great judges, its honesty and ability 
and 
w isdom alike recognized, but be- 
cause the American democracy has the 
good sense to see that, under a written 
constitution 
like that of the United 
States, such a tribunal 
is essential to 
tho 
w orking of all its parts, and that, 
check and 
check though it 
be upon democracy, 
it is also a guar- 
anty to tho American people that, in the 
word1 
of the preamble of their great 
charter, 
justice shall be established 
and the blessings of liberty preserved 
to themselves and their posterity.

Classics.

IN 
MEXICO. 


A Town Where Deadly Ants Terrify 
tho 
1'eoplc. 
In Guerrero the tarantula is some- 
times found there as big as a man's two 
fists. 
Scorpions are of all sizes, but the 
one which does the most harm by its 
bite is a smallish gray creature. 
The 
laiger ones bite so hard that the blood 
Hows freely, and tho Infected poison 
flow s off. There is a little snake called 
the corallilo, which is particularly fond 
of getting indoors and nesting in one's, 
boots. 
Its bite is fatal. 
Boots should 
alw ays be inspected for corallilos be- 
fore they are put on 
in Guerrero. 
If 
a scorpion creeps on the face or hands, 
tho person so visited should carefully 
refrain from making any movement; 
he should allow the horrible insect to 
crawl just where it will. 
If it is not 
disturbed, in all likelihood it will do no 
harm; if it is attacked it is quite sure to 
sting. 
The worst 
terror 
to the people 
of 
Guerrero, says the Boston 
nerald, is 
neither snakes nor scorpions, but the 
red ants. 
Before these insects tho peo- 
ple flee in terror from their houses. 
They leave nothing behind if they can 
help it. 
An Indian woman rushed out 
of her cabin w ith her children on the 
coming of the ants being announced. 
In her terror she left her baby behind 
the house sw inging in a.hammock. It 
was hoped that it would escane. but 
w hen the ants had departed the mother 
found that tho insects had crept down 
the cords 
of the hammock, 
and had 
left of the unfortunate 
child nothing 
but its bones. 
On some of the Guerrero 
sugar estates great, 
lazy-lookin- g 
snakes 
are kept 
in the storerooms to keep 
rats and mice away from 
the sugar 
loaves. 
These snakes are repulsive in 
appearance, but harmless 
to human 
beings. 
Not all the places in Mexico, 
however, 
which have 
an 
agreeable 
climate are cursed with 
insects and 
reptilian pests. 
Such places as 
Cuer-navac- 
a, 
in the state of Morolos, are too 
high 
above 
tho hot plains to suffer 
from 
venomous 
insects, 
and yet so 
much 
below the 
cold tableland that 
the climate 
is a perpetual 
summer. 
Cuernavaca 
unites many of the advan- 
tages of the temperate 
zone 
w ith all 
that is delightful and alluring in the 
tropics. 


ORIGIN 
OF 
HOKEY 
POKEY. 


Left-Ov- 
Ico Cream Nought at tlio Ho- 
tels nnd Frozen Ajraln. 
It is an actual fact that old ice cream 
is bought up by Italians and venders 
from restaurants 
and ice cream stands, 
frozen 
a second 
nnd third time, and 
again offered 
for sale, to bo consumed 
by the newsboys and general public 
under the alluring title of hokey pokey, 
says tho New York Herald. 
Almost 
every night 
these venders make the 
rounds of all the hotels, and buy up 
whatever has been left over from the 
day 
previous. 
This 
cream has all 
been melted more or less to its original 
consistency, and if it 
is still 
frozen 
when they get it there is but little left 
but fluid by the time it has reached 
Brooklyn and the Italian quarter. 
This melting process 
is the cause of 
all tho danger. 
Cream once 
having 
been frozen 
and again melted 
very 
readily turns sour. 
In this stage it is 
poisonous. 
The vender of hokey pokey 
cares little whether or not the cream is 
sour. 
Quickly 
upon his return to his 
quarters he fre;zes all this mush, and 
packs it aw ay for the next day's use. 
The few cases of poisoning that have 
come to tho public notice aro in all 
probability not the only ones that have 
occurred, for physicians say that many 
cases of poisoning have occurred in tho 
districts where the hokey pokey vend- 
ers are that could not bo accounted for, 
because of tho suddenness of death. 
It has irencrally been understood that 
certain establishments arc putting out 
large quantities 
of hokey pokey and 
supplying the venders, but this is not 
so. 
The Italians and their families are 
the only ones who manufacture and ca- 
ter to tho consumers.

A DEADLY 
DISEASE 
OF 
TO-DA- 


The 
Great 
Increase 
In 
the Number of 
Clifts of Paresis. 
In connection with 
tho 
cock-sur- e 
statement 
of 
Mr. 
How ells that the 
present race was never so healthy 
and. 
strong as now it is interesting 
to read 
the following paragraph, 
written 
by 
Dr. T. 
S. Clouston, 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Morningslde 
asylum, 
Scotland, 
says the Medical Record. 
He says: 
"One terrible form of biain disease, 
with mental hymptoms, is certainly 
in- 
creasing. 
That malady 
m-i- 
bo described as a b'reakdowu of tho 
great center of mind and motion jn tho 
brain; it alw ays goes 
on from bad to 
worse till it renders its victim utterly 
helpless in mind 
and body and kills 
him 
in a few years. 
No cure and 
scarcely any mitigation of this 
latter-da- y 
curse has yet been doused. 
It L a 
disease of cities, of restless lives, of ac- 
tive brains in their 
prime; sometimi3 
of dissipation and debauchery, of life 
at high pressure commonly." 
During the past year tho asylums of 
Scotland received 
150 new cases, thoso 
of England 1,400 and those of Ireland 
52. 
The asylum statistics of this coun- 
try show an even greater number. 
In a bingle asylum of this state, for 
example that at Ogdensburg 
thero 
were among the 039 admissions 31 cases 
of general 
paresis. 
This 
w ould make 
the proportion of general parosis over 
4 per cent. 
Among seven state asylums, to which 
1,012 patients were admitted 
in 
1S00, 
there w ere 00 cases of general paresis, 
or a little oer 3 per cent. If 4 per cent-b- e 
the general.ratio for this disease 
in 
the state of New York then the total 
number of paretics among the 10,000 in- 
sane would be about 640. 
Asa matter 
of fact, the number is much greater, 
because the proportion of this disease 
is larger in the New York and Kings 
county asylums than in thoso of the 
state at large. 
But even if there were 
but 
4,000 
cases 
of 
general 
paresis 
among the 100,000 insane of this coun- 
try it would be an extraordinary 
evi- 
dence of the development of a disease 
which in the last century was certainly 
not known, even if it did exist.

Mon- 
day morninc thoy left Safford 
for 
tho intended head of tho canal. On 
reaching 
Solomonvillo 
thoy 
in- 
formed County Surveyor Logan of 
thoir intention, and ho accompanied 
thorn, stating that ho would remain 
on tho works 
until 
tho 
ditch 
is 
completed. 
Tho start 
was 
mado 
near tho head, and it 
is 
oxpected 
that by next Monday there will bo 
a large forco out. 
There need bo no 
further 
wait- 
ing now 
tho ice 
is 
broken 
and 
all who feel 
an 
intorcst 
in 
this 
canal should turnout. 
Tlusvalloy 
is capable of furnishing 
at 
least 
500 men and teams; men 
who aro 
dooply interested 
in tho 
building 
of tliis ditch, 
and 
now that 
tho 
busiest part of the season 
is 
over 
thoy should turn out 
and 
put 
it 
through. 
The Guardian has advocated tho 
imniediato building 
of this 
canal 
by tho fanners of the valley 
ever 
sinco its first issue. 
This canal, properly constructed, 
by our own 
people 
is 
of 
inesti- 
mable value, but lot some 
outsido 
corporation build it and the people 
will find they have mado 
a great 
mistake.
